Work on the Michigan Avenue Loop of the 
; Chicago City Railway. 

Some delay may be caused in completing 
the Chicago City railway company’s Michigan 
avenue loop because the cast-iron yokes are 
not arriving from Springfield, O., as fast as 
the contract calls for. One hundred and thir- 
ty laborers and forty teams were at work yes- 
terday. The excavations are being made on 
Michigan avenue between Madison and Ran- 
dolph streets. The yokes are being placed 
within the excavation on the west half of Ran- 


dolph street, between Michigan and Wabash 


avenues, and on the east half the side rails 
and slot rails are being placed. On Wabash 
avenue, between Madison and Washington 
streets, the work of excavation. is ic progress 
oh the west side of the old cable track, on 
which the trams are running as usual.

REMARKABLE DtPRAVITY OF BOYS. 


Confession of the Youths. Who Robbed and 
Murdered Young Eckroth. 

John Thomas Luvien, alias “ Blinkey,” con- 
fessed to Deputy Coroner Monaghan and a 
jury yesterday.afternoon that he and William 
Blunck robbed and murdered young Al- 
bert N. Eckroth Sunday night at Western ave- 
nue and Bremen street because they wanted 
money to buy cigarettes. Blunck held the 
victim and robbed him. It was Luvien who 
shot and killed him when he resisted. 

It is seldom that so much depravity is wit- 
nessed as that displayed yesterday afternoon 
by the two youths. The inquest was held at 
the County Morgue and commenced at 2 
o’cloek. illiam Blunck, who was captured 
shortly after the murder, is but 14 years old, 
lives at No. 303 Clybourn avenue, and works 
in John Grey’s stable on Fullerton avenue. 
His parents are both dead. 

Luvien was captured early yesterday morn- 
ing by the police in the loft of the stable 
where he worked. He told about the same 
story as did Blunck. He is 16 years old and 
lives at No. 1008 Elk Grove avenue. His 
father and mother are dead and he himself is 
a laborer. He declared he did not intend to 
shoot Eckroth, but the latter struck at him 
and hit the revolver, causing it to be dis- 
charged. a 

Annie Eekroth, 17 years old, told how she went 
to an entertainment with her brother the night 
he was murdered.. They started to go home with 
several others about lio’clock. Her brother 
left her a few blocks before he reached the place 
where he was shot. Shortly after he left her 
she heard a shot and a cry for help. She 
thought she - her brother’s voice 
and hastened to his assistance. She found him 
lying face downward in the gutter. He lived 
with his 7 at No. 201 Fairfield avenue 
and was 19 years old. The jury held both boys 
for the murdef and committed them to the 
County Jail to await the action of the grand 
jury. Blunck has served several terms in the

PRIGHTENED WITHOUT CAUSE. 

One of the Joliet papers is looking forward 
with evident terror to the happening of a ca- 
lamity similar to that which swept Johnstown 
out of existence. It says gloomily: . 

The Drainage Board has provided for two dif- 
ferent propositions from contractors on the big 
ditch. One of these, as stated a few days ago in 
the News, is to take the spoil from the cut above 
Lockport and deposit itin the low land above 
Joliet in the form of two banks, 600 feet apart, 
two or three miles long, and thirty to forty feet 
high, with a dam at the lower end. 

That would mean the formation of a huge lake, 
the surface of which would be eight feet above 
the K. J. and E. trestle. There it would hang 
like old Damocies’ sword, suspentied by a hair, 
ready to swoop down in destruction on the city if 

a break oecurred. Every owner of apiece of non- 
floatable property in Joliet must shudder at such 


a prospect. 

There is no necessity for any property- 
owner or resident of Joliet indulging in a 
shudder or setting to work to construct an 
ark in which to escape when the predicted del- 
uge comes. If the timid people of that city 
will stop to reflect it will occur to them that 
as the levees of which the paper speaks are to 
be built from the spoil from the cut near 
Lockport they will be constructed of 
rock, not of earth. Millions of feet of lime- 
stone will be consumed in making them. The 
levees slong the Mississippi and its tributaries, 
which are melting away now, are constructed 
of sand and loam. They get water-soaked and 
dissolve, The rock walis which will confine 
the waters of the Desp!aines and the drainage 
channel would not be affected by a season of 
universal deluge. 

The dam at Johnstown which gave way 
with such disastrous consequences was built 
mainly of clay. The one at Joliet will be 
constructed of solid masonry. It will go down 
to and form part of the underlying rock and 
will be so firm that it will stand unmoved 
though ten times as much water as passed 
down the Desplaines week before last should 
beat against it. If the dam were to be one of 
the old-fashioned kind and the levee walls 
were to be of earth Taz TUNE would admit 
there might be some reason for the peopie of 
Joliet to look forward with dread to a season 
of high water. But under the circumstances 
they have no cause for fear. The contem- 
plated improvements will merely mean in- 
creased water-power, and that stands for more 
manufactories, more workingmen, and a 
greater city. 

Furthermore, eyen if the Drainage Trustees 
should carry out their idiotic projects and 
make a double-size rock-cut, with a capacity 
for 600,000 feet per minute, no such quantity of 
lake water will ever fow down it. It will not 
receive more than half that quantity, for the 
excellent reason that not more than 300,000 feet 
ean be ueted from the lake to the chan- 
nel. fore neither dam nor levees will 
have to withsand as great a flow of water as 
the Joliet paper imagines. But even if 1,500,- 
000 cubic feet of water per minute were to 
pour down past Lockport the levee walls and 
the dam, being great masses of roek-work, 
would not be affected im the least. It is pre- 
posterous nonsense to assume they would be. 


THE SILVER PROBLEM. 

The Colorado Sun professes not to be satis- 
fied with the statement that the President and 
the Secretary of the Treasury are laboring to 
secure a greatly extended use of silver, It 
hints a doubt as to the correctness of the re- 
port, and says that if true “it does not meet 
the demand, which is that the demand for it 
as money “shall govern the entire produc- 
mon. Yet the Sun admits that the condition 
of the white metal is worse than ever in spite 
of the purchase of 4,500,000 ounces per month 
by the government, and says that there can 
be but one result of such treatment—namely : 
** depreciation.” 

It is strange that the Sun and other advo- 
cates of free silver coinage cannot see that 
this depreciation is the strongest possible 
proof silver is not now worth as much as it 
used to be. Silver has declined under those 
purchases because the holders of the ‘metal 


— 


have been willing and even anxious to sell it 


for about two-thirds of the value at which 
these penple insist it ought tobecoined. This 
fact verifies the judgment of the commercial 
world, which knows approximately the cost of 
production and rates the property according- 
ly. The demand that NIX grains of pure 
silver shall hereafter constitute a dollar's 
worth, because it did so a few years ago, is a 
very lame one. As well might it be argued 
that wheat ought to sell at two dollars a 
bushel in this market because it did so once, 
that the farmer has no business to buy for 
$150 a machine better than the one for which 


| he paid $309 a few years-ago, or that the price 


of transportation by rail and water should be 
no less now than the rates which ruled about 
the time of the Chicago fire. It would be 
equally fair to claim that the use of money in 
large amounts is worth 10 per cent because 
quarter of a century. 

It is useless to find fault with the facts of

DATE OF THE FAIR DEDICATION. 

World's Fair Commissioner John Boyd 
Thacher is quoted as saying it is unfortunate 
that New York and Chicago should each in- 
sist on celebrating the 12th day of October as 
the date of the Colum biau discovery. He sug- 
geste that Congress, which ia still in session, 
shall ebange the date of the Chicago celebra- 
tion to the Ast. There are two good reasons 
why this recommendation by the Commission- 
er should be adopted. First, the Legislature 
of the Empire State has made the 12th a 
legal holiday and directed the City of New 
York to commemorate it. Second, four 
centuries will not have elapsed since the dis- 
covery of America by Columbus till Oct. A. 
That event occurred on the 12th by the calen- 
dar in use 400 years ago, but it was then in 
error by nine days, and the error had aceumu- 
lated to ten when it was corrected in 1582 in 
changing from the Julian calendar to the 
Gregorian. In 1600 both years were alike, as 
the Gregorian reckoning makes leap years of 
those years which are divisible by 400 without 
aremainder. But 1700 and 1800 were both 
common years in the Gregorian count, while 
they were treated as leap years in the Julian 
reckoning, so that the difference between the 
two now amounts to twelve days, but three of 
those are due to further accumulation of error 
in the Julian count, which makes the year too 
long for the truth, So Friday, Oct. 21, of 
this year should be the date for our cele- 
bration, that bemg precisely 20,743 weeks 
since the event it is desired to celebrate. 

The facts on which the argument for this 
change of date is based are no new discov- 
ery. They have been taken into the account in 
fixing the dates of other important celebra- 
tions, and.why not of this? The Pilgrims 


reached Cape Cod Nov, 9, 1620, but Forefa- 


thers’ day is observed in New England ten days 
later to allow for the difference in the mode 
of counting dates. In like manner the people 
of Boston celebrate the anniversary of the 
foundation of their city Sept. 17, though ac- 
cording to the calendar in use at the date of 
the event it occurred on Sept. 7. Similarly 
George Washington was born Feb. II. a hun- 
dred and sixty years ago, and the people cele- 
brate.the anniversary correctly according to 
date, though nominally eleven days later. So 
it is in deference to actual fact and in aecord- 
ance with historical usage that the change is 
requested. . 

From this time forth the date of the Colam- 
bian discovery will be familiar in the mouth 
as household words,” It is highly proper 
that it should be stated correctly, and no one 
can doubt the expediency of its being flxed for 
the sy of October, with the decided 
thoug dental advantage that the awk ward 
circumstance of celebrations of the event si- 
multaneously in Chicago and New York there- 
by will be avoided. The World’s Fair. Direc- 
tory should at once act on the suggestion: of 
their associate and lead in asking Congress to 
change the date of the Chi ceremonies to 
the 2ist of the month. It would do no harm 
if other prominent citizens should join in the 
request, but probably there would be little 
trouble in obtaining the action desired since 
it. would be self-evidently proper if duly 
stated at Washington. 


THE GROWTH OF NAVIES. 

Capt. 8. Eardley-Wilmot of the English 
navy has just published a finely illustrated 
work on the development of navies during the 
last balf century which contains a mass of 
valuable information touching the introduc- 
tion of the screw propellers, the first appear- 
ance of ironclad vessels, the invention of the 
revolving turret or monitor type, and the 
broadside and barbette forms of armored bat- 
tle ships, as well as the evolution of ordnance, 
torpedo and torpedo warfare; and machine 
and rapid-firmg guns. The work closes with 
a review of foreign navies—first European, 
then those of the United States and South 
America. It goes without saying that this 
country makes a huniiliating showing in the 
review. | 

Valuable as the work is it is not without 
serious errors in statements of historical fact. 
For instance, Capt. Wilmot gives Eagland 
the credit of the monitor form of war vessels. 
He asserts that Capt. Cowper Coles of the 
English navy during the Crimean war of 1855 
mounted a thirty-two-poundet on a raft for 
service in the Sea of Azov, from which orig 
nated the plan of the turret ironclad. A year 
before that time Cant. Ericsson submitted a 
drawing of an ironclad steam battery with re- 
volving turret to Napoleon III. It was the 
performance of Ericsson’s Monitor in 1862 in 
Hampton Roads that led Eagland to adopt 
that form and revolutionized naval warfare. 
The first monitor of Eaglish build was con- 
structed some years later on Capt. Coles’ 
plans, modeled on those of Ericsson, and was 
earried down off Cape Finistere owing to the 
use of sail power, The next turret ship, the 
Devastation, was given twin screws, ana these 
and those afterwards built substantially fol- 
lowed the Ericsson plan. | 

Capt. Wilmot also claims for England the 
credit of inventing the screw propeller for 
ships but failsto give the na me of the inventor. 
Here again he is seeking to pluck one of the 
leaves of the great Swedish-American’s lau- 


rels. The first English vessel to use the screw | 


propeller was the Archimedes in 1840, but four 
years before that Capt. Ericsson had success- 
fully applied the propellers to the uses of nav- 
igation and sought in vain to impress the En- 
glish Admiralty with the value of his inven- 
tion. The British were unable to go beyond the 
side-wheeler until after Ericsson put his screw 
propeller into use, demonstrated its value, and 
thereby revolutionized ocean steam navigation. 
Another untenable claim for England is that

THE COMET. 
Swift’s comet is decreasing in brightaess, 
being little more than half as prominent as 
at the date of ite discovery, but it is attract- 
ing the attention of astronomers by the re- 
markable fact that it has no less than eight 
tails, several of which can be discerned by the 
aid of a good.epera-giass. This renders it an 
object uf great interest’ not merely to the 
professionals but to mah others. Probably 
hundreds of persons in the United States 
have risen in the early mérning to look at the 
stranger within the last two or three weeks 
who ordinarily pass thet part of the night in 
slumber. The followam ars the positions of 
comet in right ascension and north 
lination at 6 o’clock' in the mornmg of 
three dates in this month, separated by four- 
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The comet passes the meridian about four 
hours before the sun. The interval between 
their risings in the east is greater than that 
on account of the larger declination of the 
comet. The best time to see it is not far 
from half-past 3 o’clock, its altitude being 
then the highest before ite brightness is 
diminished by the dawn, The well-known 
Square of Pegasus is then almost due east, 
and the comet is a few degrees above its 
upper left side, forming a triangle with its 
two stars, Beta Pegasi and Alpha Androme- 
dae. Asarule tne object will be much more 
easily made out by residents in the country 
than by those in the city, because our atmos- 
sphere above the lake is seldom clear. The 
comet is outside the orbit of the earth, and 
going away from the sun at the rate of about 
fifteen miles per second, or one-sixth less than 
the velocity of the earth.in her orbit. It is 
traveling in a path which is so nearly par- 
abolic that it may be assumed the comet is 
now paying its only visit to our system; but 
it is not well to be too sure of this, as the 
perihelion end of an elliptic orbit of great 
eccentricity is difficult to distinguish from the 
corresponding portion of a parabola. 

Six tails is the largest number reported to 
have been seen belonging to any comet ob- 
served previous to this one. That was the 
comet of 1744, Some of them are straight. 
and others curved. The most curious 
feature is that one of the tails seems to throw 
off a secondary one at a sharo angle with 
itself. The tail is the most perplexing thing 
‘about a comet to an astronomer who tries to 


explain “the why and wherefore,” and it is 


only natural that the appearance of eight at 
one time should be regarded as presenting a 
most complicated puzzle.

“SALAMMBO” WILL NOT BE POPULAR. 
First Production—Only one Piece in 
the Entire Opera Will Live. 
(SPRCIAL CABLE. | 

Parts, May 16.—The first performance of 
**Salammbo took place at the Grand Opera- 
House this evening. It ws in five acts, the 
music being by M. Reyer and the words being 
adapted from a romance by the famous Flau- 
bert. The piece is the first work which has 
been put on the stage by the new managers 
of the opera-house since Jan. 1, and the first 
novelty which has been played since Septem- 
ber, all of which plainly proves that Parisians 
have no craving for music, 
and that Opera- House at 
Paris differs from other theaters in 
that it requires five months for the 
production of a new piece. It must be admit- 
ted, indeed, the performance was apparently a 
pronounced success, though my opinion is 
that it has been extolled rather more than it 
deserved. M. Reyer’s music, though at times 
somewhat tiresome, is dashing and consistent, 
and is always the work of a wan who has 
taken all possible pains with his task. More- 
over, it does not contain any of those little 
mannerisms whieh have so greatly helped to 
bring Massenet’s music into vogue, The or- 
chestration is interesting if not scholarly. M.

MAY NOT BAVE TO PAY DAMAGES. 


Important Appellate Court Decision Af- 
fecting Kaliroad Track-R-ising. 

When the subject of elevating railroad 

tracks in Chicago was being discussed last 


fall the various railroad companies claimed 
that they would be compelled to pay addition- 


al dam. to abutting property-owners and 
their calculations on etpenses were in accord- 
ance with this theory. Should a 
decision rendered in the Appellate Court 
yesterday be sustained by the Supreme 
Court it will empower the railroads to raise 
their tracks without paying — to prop- 
erty- owners. The question passed upon was 
whether a property-owner could recover addi- 
tional compensation for the lessening of the 
value of his property because the grade of 
the road opposite such property was raised 
from eight to eighteen feet after the railroad 
company had paid damages in & previous 
condemnation case. 

In 1880 Henry D. Cogswell owned ten acres 
of land in Cicero bounded south by Jackson 
street, west by Forty-sixth street, and north 
by Madison street. At that time the Chicago 
ana Western Indiana railroad passed along 
Forty-sixth street, and in 1884 the company 
condemned thirty-three feet off the west of 
Cogswell’s property, making a sixty-six foot 
right of way. A Judge viewed ‘the prem. 
isea, awarded damages for the thirty-three 
feet, and declared that the remainder was 
not damaged. A year later the company se- 
cured an ordinance from the Trustees of 
Cicero, under which it constructed a viaduct 
at Madison street, and the approach thereto 
ranged frum eighteen feet at Madison to eight 
feet at Jackson street on the west of Cogs- 
well’s land. He claimed that the embank- 
ment cut off the usefulness of his land and 
began suit for damages. In the Circuit Court 
he recovered tae judgment, which was yester- 
* reversed, 

n deciding the case, the Appellate Court 
says: 

Any real property may be damaged or benefited 
by what is done upon property adjacent to or in 
the vicinity. As the owner cannot be called upon 
to pay private individuals or corporations for the 
benetit which may come to his property from the 
construction by them of manufactoriesor fine 
dwellings in the vicinity of his premises; so there 
are certain depreciations in the value of 
his lands, for which, arising as they 
may from things that every owner of property 
had a right to do, he cannot claim compensation. 
Had the strip of land to the west been owned by 
a private citizen he could have built an ethank- 
ment forty feet high without rendering himself 
liable to Cogswell for the loss of view or the diffi- 
culties be had thrown in the way. The embank- 
ment might have rendered Cogswell’s prop- 
erty lees or more valuable than it otherwise 
would have been; might practically have put 
money in or taken it his St., yet he 
would not in either case have been called upon to 
pay or have been entitled to compensation, The 
embankment and the mere running of cars there- 
on do not constitute a physical disturbance of 
any of his rights. It was not for the lower court, 
then, to have permitted evidence of damage 

ause of the erection the em- 
bankment. Cogswell did have the right, 
however, that dust, smoke, and cinders should not 
be thrown upon his premises. Such action upon 
the part of a private individual or the public, it is 
quite likely, would bea direct physical disturb- 
ance, and for this the law always affords a rem- 
edy. Itis not difficult to see there may be 
advantages or disadvantages in having a railroad 
pass one’s premises upon a viaduct seventeen feet 
high rather than upon the surface of the ground. 

The case was remanded, and unless Cogs- 
well can show that he is especially injured by 
smoke, cinders, etc., he cannot recover. 


CHICAGO RIVER DURING THE Risk. 


Measurements Made by the Drainage Board 
Engineers—Remarkable. Features. 

A portion of the figures obtained from the 
measurements of the river. by the Drainage 
Board Engineers during the recent floods was 
made public yesterday. The figures were ob- 
tained by Ebin J. Ward and a corps of en- 
gineers, and relate to the flow of water at the 
Indiana elevator near Highteenth street. The 
river here is 122 feet wide. ‘The measure- 
ments were taken at intervals from 2 o’clock 
until 6 o’clock in the afternoon of May 6, when 
the flood was at its height. At 4 o'clock the 
depth of the stream was 20}¢ feet, and 486,000 
cubic feet of mud and filth were pouring down 
toward the Chicago drinking water supply. 
The velocity of the current was three feet a 
second, or two miles an hour. The same day 
its velocity past the tunnel eofferdam at Van 
Buren street, where the width was sixty-one

Wants to Use the Whistle, 

The Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific rail- 
way company has filed a bill of injunction in 
the Supreme Court to restrainthe city from 
causing the arrest of any of the company’s en- 
gineers for blowing a locomotive whistle mn 
cide the city limits in violation of an ordi- 
nance known as Sec. 1,972 of the municipal 
code. The company avers that at the cross- 
ing of the Washington Heights branch of the 
road with the tracks of the Pittsburg, Cin- 
cianati. Chicago and St. Louis railroad there 
1s a system of interlocking and automatic sg- 
nals in order to insure tne safety of traffic 
over that crossing without necessitating the 
stopping of a taain, and that these interlock- 
ing switches can be Operated only by a e 
of signals adopted by the company, which are 
governed by the blasts of the engine whistle. 
The bill states that May 11, 1892. Engineer 
©’ Bordeau was arrested for violating this or- 
dinance and fined by Police Magistrate Peter 
Caldwell, and that Wenzel Heckler was dis- 
posed of in the same way at a later day. The 
company argues that if the city permits the 
arrests to continue the roads will become 
blocked at the aforesaid croéssing. and the 
company will meet with numerous suits for 
violating a city ordinance in regard to block- 
ing crossings.

AMERICAN PRESERVERS’ CO, 


He Alleges That the Octopus Drew Him 
Inte Its Arms by Threats and Finally, 
When He lecame Recalcitrant, Took 
Possessiqn of His Goods and Drove Him 
Out of the Business—Sherman Anti- 
Trust Law Invoked—Two New- Yorkers 
Guilty of Contempt—Court News. 


Befdre Judge Blodgett yesterday were made 
arguments in the first civil case brought under 
the Sherman Anti-Trust law. This was a suit 
filed by A. D. Bishop against the American 
Preset vers company. The corporation is cap- 
italized for $2,500,000 and owns fruit-preserv- 
ing plants in various cities all over the ¢oun- 
try. Bishop was formerly a member of the 
defendant company, and claims that in viola- 
tion of the Anti-Trust law it effected a combi- 
nation and so manipulated matters as to prac- 
tically ruie the market. Under the provisions 
of the law he brings suit for, three times the 
amount of the damages which he claims to 
have suffered, 

Bishop’s allegations, in brief, are that in 
March, 1888, while he was pursuing his busi- 
ness under the firm name of A. D. Bishop & 
Co., and also the Michigan Fruit and Butter 
company, he was approached by two men— 
Fenton and B. E. Ryan—with a proposition to 
join the American preservers’ trust, then in 
process of formation. For business reasons 
Bishop declined to entertain the proposition. 
Later, he declares, representatives of the 
trust called upon him again and threat- 
ened him with financial ruin if © he 
did not join them. From fear of being in- 
jured by the trust, Bishop says, he went into the 
combination, turning all of his property over 
to a board of trustees. The name of the com- 
bine was the American preservers’ trust, but 
later it was changed to the innocent title of 
the American Preservers company, a West 
Virginia corporation organized with a capital 
of . This e it was al was 
made to avoid the Anti-Trust law. Affairs 
ran smoothly for a time, but Bishop finally re- 
fused to be governed by the trust rules. re- 
upon, as a punishnuient for his independence, 
the ed trust, under the authority of its 
er with Mr. Bishop, is said to have re- 

evined the stock of in his store and to 

ave driven him out of the business. Bishop 
claims that it also brought suit against him 
for $3,500 for money alleged to be due from 
him on account, , 

Atter Bishop was thrown out of his own 
place of business he retaliated by invoking 
the aid of the anti-Trust law and brought 
suit for $125,000 damages. To Bishop's decla- 
ration, setting forth these claims, the defend- 
ant filed a demurrer, and it waa on this 
arguments were made before the court yes- 
terday. Bishop also hason file in the lit 
tion a plea to company’s 500 suit. In 
the plea he raises substantially the same 
questions brought up in his declaration, and 
to this plea the company has demurred. Yes- 
terday’s argument, however, did not go be-
